The Paper Manufacturers’ Raw Ma- 
terials All Cost More. 


Rags, Mechanical Wood, Soda Fibre, Sulphite Fibre, Old 
Papers, Etc., Whether Domestic or Foreign, Have All 
Advanced in Value—Domestic Lines Are Scarce 
—Some Comparative Figures. 











The cost of raw materials is at present a serious matter 
with paper manufacturers. High prices and scarcity of 
stocks are the rule, and, to make matters worse, there are 
indications of still further advances. Both foreign and 
domestic stocks are included in the rising market. The 
situation in the imported materials, such as rags and sul- 
phites, is particularly noteworthy. In regard to the latter 
the importers state that spot stocks are very light indeed, 
and that the surplus left unsold for 1905 is comparatively 
small. Because of its scarcity high prices are being asked, 
especially on all orders calling for quick delivery. In rags 
the market abroad is so strong that the packers will not 
accept orders from this side except at their own figures 

Because of the firmness of the market on rags and sul- 
phites, paper manufacturers who are not protected by con 
tracts have been buying only as needed, being unwilling 
to pay the prices asked. The result of this withholding of 
orders has been that many of the manufacturers now find 
themselves forced to place orders even at the advanced 
prices. As supplies are short, the would be buyers are 
obliged to wait for cabled advices as fo the acceptance of 
these orders. In view, therefore, of the sma! stocks at the 
mills, there is no little disturbance in the foreign rag 
market. The importers, however, declare that the paper 
manufacturers had due warning of the advances, and that 
their refusal to protect themselves is their own fault. 
Since the election the increased activity in the market has 
again induced the importing houses to send out letters on 
the situation to their customers. A specimen communica 
tion of this kind is that mailed this week by Theo. Bartow 
& Sons, of New York. After an opening sentence refer 
ring to the election, the letter reads: 

“The paper trade will not be disturbed by any changes in 
the tariff, we believe, and it is our purpose in writing you 
at this time to have you give the matter of your supplies of 
raw material serious thought. To such as may use rags 
we would say that prices are higher for 1905 than for the 
year past and a much smaller quantity is being offered than 
in former years. With regard to pulps, of which there 
seems to be a limited quantity unsold, we find them firm 
and in very good demand. We have to offer a good grade 
of foreign unbleached sulphite over next year at $2.25 pet 
100 pounds, bleached sulphite, as per sample ‘661’ en 
closed, at $3.25 per 100 pounds, and an extra grade, as per 
sample niarked ‘special,’ at $3.35 per 100 pounds All 
ex dock, New York, Philadelphia or Boston 
cash thirty days from date of shipments from any of these 
points, subject to cable confirmation and prior sale It is 
time to cover—do you not thitlk so? Let us act as your

agents.” 

In foreign fibres unbleached sulphite in November of 
last year sold for from 1.95 to 2.10 cents ex dock, as 
against 2}4 cents, the present asking price. Bleached sul 
phite was sold last year for 2.90 to” 3 cents, as against 314 
to 3.35 cents, the present quotation. Unbleached foreign 
spruce pulp also shows an advance, having been quoted last 
year at 1.90 to 2% cents, and this year at 2.20 to 2.35 cents 
In the other grades of fibres, both foreign and domestic, 





there has been little change. In regard to the domestic 
fibres it will be recalled that the market has been quite 
firm for the past year and a half. 

Ground wood is at present practically out of the market. 
A few hundred tons are, however, being offered for sale. 
Should the winter prove severe a repetition of last year’s 
experience would surely result. 

By way of showing the advances that have 
the following quotations for transient orders on a number 
of the leading grades of foreign rags are given for No- 
vember 1903 and 1904:

Old linens have remained about stationary in price 
throughout the year, but at present the market is firmer 
than it has been, and offerings have decreased. 

In domestic rags the condition of the market is trou 
blesome because of the scarcity of stock, especially in the 
better grades of new rags. Because of the shortage 
in the supply the high grade new rags are bringing all 
kinds of fancy prices. Any comparison of prices that 
might be made would not do justice to the situation, so 
the dealers report, as it is not a question of prices in rags 
just now, but rather one of getting stock at all. No. 1 
new shirt cuttings that sold last year at 4% to 5% cents 
are now bringing 5% to 6 cents. No. 2 shirt cuttings that 
brought 3.75 to 4 cents last year are now selling at 4 to 
4% cents. Fancy shirt cuttings that were quoted at 3! 
cents last year are now sold at 4% to 4% cents. New 
light prints and new blue cottons have also advanced 
at least 1 cent per pound. The lower grades of colored 
new rags have also advanced somewhat.

Pulp Wood Rafting Finished. 


CatuMet, Mich., November 14, 1904.—The rafting sea 
son for pulp wood on Lake Superior is practically closed, 
and but few rafts will be moved during the few weeks 
intervening before the close of navigation. It is claimed 
that the amount of pulp wood rafted during the season 
about to close is the greatest in the history of the business 
Green Bay, Wis., which is the principal receiving point for 
rafted pulp wood, is said to have received 50,000 cords, the 
rafts coming from Lake Michigan and Lake Superior 
points. The amount rafted from Lake Superior will reach 
20,000 cords. The rafts reach Lake Michigan and Green 
Bay through the “Soo” canal and river, the trip consum 
ing ten days to two weeks. Contractors sustained few 
losses from storms. 

The fact that pulp wood mills are so well supplied with 
wood for the winter is said to have a strong tendency to 
curtail the prospective wood pulp cut in this district this 
season. The pulp wood industry has, during the past few 
winters, been an important item in the income of the rew 
settlers who have come into the northern parts of Michi 
gan and Minnesota. While clearing their lands they have 
been enabled to derive a steady income by selling pulp 


wood and cedar. 


Improved Shipping Service in Wisconsin.

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LARGER VOLUME OF BUSINESS. 


From All Quarters Come Reports of a Heavier Demand— 
Prices Firm and There Are Expectations 
of Advanced Figures. 


In the New York market the general report this week 
is that trade is better than it was previous to election, but 
that there is no great activity in any branch of the indus- 
try. The demand is good, and a steady, satisfactory busi- 
ness is being done. Prices are firmer, and the tone of the 
market is strong. In regard to the mills a number of the job- 
bers report that their greatest trouble just at present is 
their inability to get goods from the mills. On this phase 
of the situation other dealers say that they find the mills 
comfortably full of orders, but not so rushed that the 
manufacturers are refusing any new business offered them. 
From these reports it will be seen that there is little cause 
for complaint over the condition of the market. The im- 
provement noted last week continues and the outlook is 
favorable for a still further expansion in the volume of 
trade. 

Because of the healthy condition of the industry quo- 
tations on the various grades of paper are very firm. 
But while prices are unchanged there is an upward trend 
to the market that may result in advances before long. 
The increasing cost of all their raw materials, it is pre- 
dicted, will soon force the manufacturers to put up their 
prices. The advances referred to are now being paid by 
the manufacturers on nearly all the raw materials at 
present being bought. In view of the high prices being 
paid for stock it seems safe to predict that the manufac- 
turers will at least try to offset these by asking more 
money for the finished product. As an indication of this 
effort, which will no doubt have additional results, the In- 
ternational Paper Company late last week sent out notice 
to its manila customers that the company had raised the 
basis of weight on wrapping from 30 to 35 pounds. This is, 
of course, equivalent to an advance in price. Advances in 
certain grades of box boards were last week also an- 
nounced by the United Box Board and Paper Company. 
News, book, writings and all grades of specialties are in 
strong demand at the old figures. Building papers, tissues 
and in fact all grades and kinds of paper are in good de- 
mand. 


Hotyoke Mills Running Full.

Now that the elections are over the paper dealers can 
be expected to settle down to work and give the manu- 
facturers a fair idea of their intentions. Mills have been 
running somewhat slack the past week, but have had 
enough business to keep all departments open, except in 
a few cases. 

The American Writing Paper Company is doing a fair 
amount of business, and while all of the mills are not 
running to their capacity, business has been on the whole 
quite satisfactory. Trade is expected to improve during 
the next few weeks. 

The Whiting Paper Company has had a very good lot 
of orders, and its trade has shown some gain over previous 
weeks. All departments are running, and the branch offices 
have made encouraging reports. 

The Chemical Paper Company has, as usual, consider- 
able business ahead. Its mill is running full, and future 
prospects are good. 

The Valley Paper Company has a reasonable trade, and 
some good sized orders are being turned out. 

Berkshire County mills are turning out about the ordi- 
nary amount of paper. Business is reported as being 
somewhat better and is expected to be stronger from now 
on.

Boston Business Very Good.

Since the national election a-week has passed, and while 
no extra demand for paper has shown itself, business has, 
nevertheless, been very good. The daily movement of pa- 
per from jobbers’ hands is of sufficient volume to keep 
them busy, and in consequence they seem satisfied, if not 
contented. Mail orders have grown quite numerous of 
late, traveling men are picking up fairly good orders in 
their different fields, and the store trade, in response to 
the needs of city consumers, has somewhat improved, al- 
though city business has been of fair volume for weeks 
past. 

Good as business is, however, a heavier volume of 
trade is expected ere the close of the month, since many 
orders being held over must soon be placed if the paper 
is to be worked up during the present year. Paper manu- 
facturers, especially those producing book and manilas, 
continue to report good business, and the tissue mills, like- 
wise, are having all they can do.

Improvement in Wisconsin Business.

Appceton, Wis., November 14, 1904.—‘The only surprise 
about the election,” said one of the manufacturers of this 
valley to me today in reply to a question concerning the 
effect upon business, “was the size of the majorities. 
Nevertheless business has been hanging back waiting to be 
cocksure of the outcome. You can’t blame men with big 
interests for doing this. But now they are ready to take 
up the reins again, and it is for four years, mind you. 
As an example of this I may say that we had a letter 
this morning from a large customer of ours asking us to 
make immediate shipment of all goods we had booked for 
him for December and January delivery. ‘Election sus- 
pense is now over,’ he wrote, ‘and we must have the pa- 
per.’ ” 

“Our order book is already showing an improved ap- 
pearance, which we must ascribe to the way the election 
went,” said another mill man called upon. “Orders have 
been rather light for a little time back, but I think the 
turning point has now come.” 

These expressions are characteristic, and give a good 
idea of the way the manufacturers feel. There is no deny- 
ing that business in most lines this fall has been disap- 
pointing. 

Nobody is looking for an immediate boom as the 
result of the election, but it is believed that the condi- 
tions will steadily grow better, so that after the holidays 
business will be on a much sounder and more satisfactory 
basis.

Mapping Great Northern Company’s Timber Land. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Bancor, Me., November 12, 1904.—The Great Northern 
Paper Company has recently received from the printing 
bureau maps and plans made by Government engineers 
and showing nearly every foot of timber land owned by 
the Great Northern Paper Company in the State of Maine 
A set of these maps is in the office of Fred A. Gilbert, 
clerk of the company, and they furnish a very interesting 
study for timber land owners and lumbermen or anybody 
who is interested in the forest regions of the State. 

The Government engineers who did this work were 
about two years in completing their surveys, and the result 
is of great value not only to the company to which the 
land and lumber belong but to the Government Forestry 
Commission as well, for while the engineers made a survey 
of the land and made maps showing the location of almost 
every foot of the company’s valuable timber they also ob- 
tained valuable data concerning the forest growths among 
which they worked. The engineers received their salaries 
from the Government, but their expenses were paid by the 
Great Northern, and the work cost the company about 
$20,000. This sum is insignificant, however, when the 
value of the work is considered. 

The maps which Mr. Gilbert has are so complete that it 
is almost possible for the owners of the land to sit in the 
office and designate the slope on which trees shall be cut 
and the stream down which the logs shall be driven. 
Every detail of the topography of the country over which 
the engineers worked is shown almost as plainly as if seen 
from a balloon suspended over the spot. 

The maps are in colors, and every condition met by the 
lumbermen is shown. The bright yellow shows the por- 
tion of the country which has been cut over, great patches 
of red show virgin timber land which has never been de- 
faced by the axe of the lumberman, and long narrow 
patches of black show the course of the destructive forest 
fires. Streams, swampy land, flats and slopes are all shown 
in minute detail, and areas of hard wood and soft wood 
timber are shown by light and dark green coloring. A 
study of these maps shows the operator where his timber 
is and shows the location of the streams, roads and hills 
over which the logs must be taken to get them to the mills. 

The survey of this land was a big undertaking, but the 
results obtained will be of inestimable value. The Great 
Northern Paper Company is the pioneer among Maine tim- 
ber land owners to have such work done, and it has 
aroused great interest among all the lumber men in the 
State who have seen the maps or have been familiar with 
the work. 


Change in British Patent Law. 


American inventors who intend taking out patents in 
Great Britain will be interested in an Act of Parliament, 
which takes effect January 1, 1905, and which changes cer- 
tain provisions of the existing patent law, says Frank W. 
Mahlin, United States consul at Nottingham, England. The 
act is as follows: 

Where an application for a patent has been made, and a 
complete specification has been deposited by the applicant, 
the examiner shall, in addition to the inquiries which he is 
directed to make by the Patents, Designs and Trademarks 
Act of 1883, make investigation for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether the invention claimed has been wholly or 
in part claimed or described in any specification (other 
than a provisional specification not followed by a complete 
specification) published before the date Of the application 
and deposited pursuant to any application for a patent 
made in the United Kingdom within fifty years before the 
date of the application. 

If as the result of this official search it appears that the 
invention sought to be patented has been wholly or in part 
claimed or described in any such specification the applicant 
will be infofmed, and will have the opportunity of amend- 
ing his specification so as to confine it to so much of his 
supposed invention as he may desire to patent in view of 
the specification to which his attention has been called by 
the Comptroller of Patents. 

The sections of the Patents, Designs and Trademarks Act 
which regulate the time for depositing a complete specifica- 
tion shall have effect as if references therein to the period 
of nine months were references to the period of six months. 


Telulah Will Double Its Finishing Capacity.

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THE COAL TAR COMBINATION. 


The Result of the Break—Prices in “ Philadelphia District’”’ 
Being Cut—Comments by Several 
Interested Persons. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, November 15, 1904.—The disruption of 
the coal tar combination, announced in THE Paper TRADE 
JourNAL last week in correspondence from Baltimore, has 
resulted, as was prophesied, in the liveliest price slashing. 
Two ply felts, for instance, which, according to the list, 
were 60 and 65 cents, are now being offered, even in this 
market, for 45 cents and less. Though it was the desire of 
the members of the combination to maintain the spirit of 
the late agreement in Philadelphia, while the remainder of 
the “Philadelphia territory,” so called, consisting of South- 
ern New Jersey, the eastern half of Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland and a portion of Virginia, was to be an 
open field with the severest competition, this result has 
not been attained and cutting is as lively here as anywhere. 

Said President Hall, of the C. S. Garrett & Son Com- 
pany: “It is undoubtedly true that the members of the 
coal tar association are no longer adhering to the price list 
which has been in existence for the last few years. Our 
object in association was to cease the destructive competi- 
tion which had existed and which brought prices below the 
cost of manufacture. The salvation was in an association 
and one was formed. This has now gone the way of its 
predecessor organized a dozen years ago, and for a time 
successful as this one was, too. I think that before long all 
who were members will see the mistake of disorganiza- 
tion.” 

The disruption of the present agreement was all the more 
surprising because those who had entered it had deposited 
a bond that they would live up to its provisions. “In some 
instances a part of this deposit has been forfeited; but for- 
feitures were not very numerous, since at the several meet- 
ings which occurred before the final break everybody dis- 
covered that everybody else had been pursuing exactly the 
same course as everybody else asserted the individual un- 
der immediate consideration had done. 

“The long and short of the story,” said one gentleman 
posted in the affairs of the association, “was that the agree- 
ment was disregarded by everyone. After the breaking up 
of the first agreement there was a period of several years 
when the coal tar trade was utterly demoralized. Prices 
were made not on a basis of cost but on the calculation 
how business could be taken away from the other fellow. 
The result was that all engaged were losing money. Things 
finally came to such a pass that the alternative of agree- 
ment or ruin confronted all. 

“Two or three years ago the agreement was formed. 
The parties to it consented to maintain a list price in the 
Philadelphia territory outside Philadelphia and another in 
Philadelphia. It was understood that beyond the Phila- 
delphia territory the field was open, but at the same time 
it was rarely entered, being left to manufacturers there. 

“For the last few months there.was a slump in the coal 
tar trade. While those in the agreement were full of or- 
ders the agreement was respected; when the dullness came 
there was a general desire to get business and prices were 
cut. Of course the consumer soon learned this, and by 
playing one offer against another secured still further con- 
cessions. It was not long before competing firms learned 
all about this. A week ago there was a meeting in this 
city. The best of feeling was displayed. There was no 
bitterness, rather amusement. All agreed to disagree; to 
disregard the list in the Philadelphia district outside of 
Philadelphia, but to at least make an effort to maintain 
prices here. 

“Fortunately the season for coal tar papers is pretty well 
over. I think it probable that upon the resumption of this 
trade in spring there will be another agreement. It is a 
fact that after the breaking of the first agreement there 
was a period of price slashing which lasted for several 
years, but I do not believe that this will be repeated. I 
believe business next year will be very brisk, and when 
business is brisk a price agreement can be maintained, but 
when it is sluggish, as has been the case for several 
months, no schedule will be observed, even on the penalty 
of forfeiture of a. bond.” E. R. G. 


Box Board Shares Advancing.

It is conceded by the friends 
of the company, it is said, that Box Board stock in its 
present form is not worth much, but they believe that it

Box Board shares were 
unusually active and firm on the local exchange last week. 
The rise is said to be due to other reasons than the move 
toward reorganization.

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BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


The Scandinavian Drought Continues—Pulp Prices Advanc- 
ing—Sales at the Higher Values—Incorporation of a 
Felt and Jacket Business. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, November 1, 1904.—The Scandinavian drought 
continues, and one instance is indicative of how severe it 
is. The level of the Glommen River has been observed 
regularly since 1852, and the mean for October has been 
700 cubic metres per second. At present the volume is only 
200 cubic metres per second. 

Of course prices are firm and a Norwegian mill has de- 
clined kr. 80 for a small lot of dry mechanical. The 
owner of a large mill writes as follows: “We beg to in- 
form you that we sold yesterday 2,000 tons white moist 
wood pulp for delivery over the entire year at a price equal 
to kr. 36.25 net cash f. o. b. Drammen.” As to this letter 
the Farmand says: “We should have hesitated to give cur- 
rency to this letter, because the price marks an advance 
of 3 to 4 kr. upon recent prices; but we were today in- 
formed that another mill had been offered 38s. net cash 
f. o. b. Drammen for 6,000 to 7,000 tons over next year and 
had refused the bid, and we also learn that from Dron- 
theim pulp has just been sold at a high price, so perhaps 
the buyers are taking fright—if so, we may any day ex- 
perience a panic among them, as in January, 1900.” 

The well known firm of Mitchell Brothers, Limited, of 
Waterford, manufacturers of felts and jackets, has been in- 
corporated in Mitchells, Ashworth, Stansfield & Co., Limited, 
recently registered with a capital of £500,000, in £1 shares 
(£250,000 6 per cent. preference). The company also acquires 
the business of Richard Ashworth, of Waterfoot and Raw- 
tenstall, including the separate business carried on by him at 
Warwick lane, London, under the style of A. V. Hum- 
phries; the business of Stansfield & Co., of Waterfoot; the 
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business of Rigby, Agar & Co., of Manchester; the busi- 
ness of Birtell & Blaikie, of Manchester, including that of 
the Featherweight Clothing Pad Company, of Manchester ; 
the business of the Hardsough Manufacturing Company, of 
Edenfeld; the business of the Bouliniko Felt Company, 
Limited, of London and Manchester; and the business of 
the Patent Woolen Cloth Company, Limited, of London 
and Leeds. No initial public issue. The number of direc- 
tors is to be not less than three nor more than eighteen. 

At a meeting of the creditors of C. H. Austin, of the 
Satinite Works, Widnes, held last week, the statement of 
affairs presented showed liabilities of £7,343, while the 
assets consisted of well equipped works, which had cost in 
machinery and plant and renewals during the past few 


years over £8,000. The chairman and other creditors ex- - 


pressed their sympathy with Mr. Austin, it being fully rec- 
ognized that further capital was required to carry on the 
business, which was practically a monopoly. A committee 
of inspection was appointed to carry on the business with 
the assistance of Mr. Austin.

Watertown, N. Y., November 15, 1904.—On the invita- 
tion of the gentlemen who have developed the paper mak- 
ing industry at Norfolk and Raymondville on the Racquette 
River, a large party of Watertown people who are inter- 
ested in these plants, as well as the plant of the St. Law- 
rence River Power Company at Massena, will visit them 
on Saturday of this week. The trip will be made by spe- 
cial train, and will doubtless be of much interest to all 
in the party who make paper and use water or electric 
power. The mills of the Remington-Martin and Raymond- 
ville paper companies are among the best in the country, 
and the Massena power plant is second only to that at 
Niagara Falls. Much of the electric power generated there 
will be used in Northern New York mills. B.

Under the winding up proceedings of the Sebnitzer Pa 
pier Fabrik A. G., in Saxony, it is expected that 3s. in th 
pound sterling will fall to the lot of the shareholders. 

Dividends have been declared by German paper establish 
ments as follows: The Deutsche Verlags Anstalt, in Stutt 
gart, 6 per cent.; Kunst Anstalt B. Grosz A. G., in Leipsic, 
8 per cent. 

At a recent meeting of the Courtelary Wood Pulp Works 
Company, France, it was announced that for the past six 
months 27,562 francs profit had been earned on a capital 
of 400,000 francs, being at the rate of 13.78 per cent. per 
annum 

The Natal Government offers a first reward of $8,500 
and a second reward of $2,500 for the first manufacture of 
paper to the value of $25,000 made in one year. Natal is 
said to possess good, natural paper making fibre, cheap 
coal, first class water and low price unskilled labor. 

In the Papier and Zellulose Fabrik Ernst Porak, in Kien- 
berg (Bohemia), Austria-Hungary, during a strike, one of 
the foremen partly destroyed a paper machine in order to 
prevent work being resumed by others, and he was found 
guilty by the Court of Law in Budweis, and condemned 
to three months’ hard labor for willful destruction of other 
people’s property. 

The report of the British consul general (Mr. Schwa 
bach) on the trade of Germany for the first half of the 
present year shows the enormous exportation of paper, 
while imports are extremely small. The value of the 
former stands at £3,243,000, and the latter only £512,000. 
During the corresponding six months of the year 1900 the 
exports were of the value of £2,927,000, and the imports 
£366,000.

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THE REINHARDT BANKRUPTCY. 


The Examination of S. L. Reinhardt Before the Referee— 
Meeting of Creditors Who Do Not Assent to 
Compromise to Be Held Tomorrow. 


Four meetings for the examination of S. L. Reinhardt, 
of S. L. Reinhardt & Co., of 177 Hudson street, now in 
bankruptcy, have been held during the past week before 
Seaman Miller, referee in bankruptcy, in the New York 
Life Building. The examination was conducted by Joseph 
A. Arnold, counsel for a number of large creditors, who 
-have declined the offer of settlement of 25 cents on the 
dollar. The object of the questions asked was to disclose, 
if possible, more assets, in order that the creditors might 
receive a larger amount on their claims. In the course of 
his testimony Mr. Reinhardt swore that he began business 
in October, 1901, on a cash capital of $18,000; that he 
did not take an inventory till January, 1903, and that the 
first time that he had any doubts of his solvency was in 
the summer of 1904. Subsequent to that time and before 
he was petitioned into bankruptcy he paid $8,300 borrowed 
money to his brother Sidney and also paid $1,500 to his 
wife, the latter amount having been carried on the books 
to her credit and which represented a promised gift to 
her from her husband. Just previous to his bankruptcy 
Mr. Reinhardt paid Levy & Halff, his attorneys, $1,200; 
of this, $500 was for past services and $700 for the pres- 
ent bankruptcy case. He also testified that he drew $5,000 
per year for living expenses and paid $1,500 per year in 
premiums on his life insurance policies. An adjournment 
of the examination was taken till Tuesday, November 29, 
at 1 o'clock. 

A number of the large creditors of S. L. Reinhardt & 
Co. have called a meeting of the firm’s creditors, to be held 
at the offices of the New York and Pennsylvania Company, 
41 Park Row, the old Times Building, for tomorrow (Fri- 
day). The meeting is for the purpose of taking concerted 
action looking to the prevention of a confirmation of the 
composition settlement ‘on the basis of 25 cents on the 
dollar offered by the bankrupts. Creditors whose claims 
amount to about $25,000, or one-third of the total liabilities, 
have so far refused this offer of settlement. One hundred 
and ten creditors, whose claims amount to about $50,000, 
have accepted the offer. Mr. Reinhardt has therefore more 
than a majority in both number and amount. According 
to the bankruptcy law he requires the assent of only a ma- 
jority to secure his discharge. Unless it can be shown that 
he defrauded his creditors in making certain payments just 
previous to the filing of the petition against him the dis- 
charge will no doubt be granted. So far in his examina- 
tion he has answered all questions frankly, and has not 
shown that he was trying to conceal any facts from his 
creditors. 


Paper Trade of Poland.

ported into Warsaw to the annual value of about $500,000. 

Two Polish and two Russian factories produce cigarette 
paper, drawing paper, lithographic paper, note paper, and 
bristol board. “These compete keenly with foreign makes, 
and as the consumer, in most instances, attaches more im- 


portance to cheapness than to quality, British, French, 
German and Austrian manufacturers send to Poland second 
rate paper, or paper specially manufactured for the export 
trade, and inferior to that sold in their own countries un- 
der the same denomination. 

The United Kingdom sends chiefly second rate Whatman 
and note paper; Germany sends drawing and tracing paper 
and bristol board; Austria sends photographic printing 
paper and note paper in fancy boxes. Vegetable parch- 
ment, of low quality and price, is received mainly from 
Finland. 

A careful study of tariffs and transport rates is indis- 
pensable to the importer; for instance, paper and envelopes 
packed in fancy boxes pay a much heavier duty than paper 
and boxes sent separately. 


Rosin Market. 


The C. B. Turton Company in its circular of November 
15 speaks of the rosin market as follows: 

“The rosin market has been very strong during the past 
week, and stocks on spot of paper makers’ rosins nearly 
exhausted. 

“There will be some small arrivals next week, but stocks 
here will continue small for some time, as the active de- 
mand at the South for export is absorbing most supplies. 

“We quote at present E $3.10, F $3.15, G $3.20 ex dock 
or store, for arrival in about ten days, but deliveries from 
spot would command higher figures.” 


Hannawa Falls Pulp Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., November 15, 1904.—The big pulp 
mills of the Hannawa Falls Power Company now being 
operated under the direction of G. S. Knowlton, of this 
city, as sole receiver, are in full operation and are turning 
out 85 tons of dry pulp every twenty-four hours.

The Yellow Pine Paper Mill Company.

DIFFERENTIALS ON MANILAS. 


The International Paper Company Leads in the Adjustment 
of Them—Other Manufacturers Expected to Follow 
in Remedying a Growing Evil. 








The International Paper Company has led the way for 
the other manufacturers of light weight manila papers in 
announcing to the trade last week that hereafter the basis 
on its wrapping and dry finished fibre papers will be 35 
pounds instead of 30 pounds. For 30 pound papers and 
other weights lighter than 35 one-eighth ofa cent per pound 
extra will be charged, and lighter than 30 pounds down 
to 25 pounds one-half a cent extra will be charged. These 
changes are not designated by the company as an advance, 
but are called an adjustment of differentials in the papers 
concerned. 

The action of the International will no doubt be followed 
by all the other manufacturers of similar grades. The 
question of getting more money for their light weight pa- 
pers has been talked of by the manufacturers for some 
time, and it is understood that all of them were anxious 
to make the changes cited above. The adjustment of the 
differentials is looked upon by them as a needed correction 
of abuses. By this they mean that buyers have gradually 
grown to insist on getting very light weight papers for 
the same price as that of the basis weight. As one manu- 
facturer expressed it this week, “they have been known to 
insist on getting a 21 pound paper at the basis price for a 
40 pound paper.” Sch practices it is the endeavor of the 
manufacturers to stop. So in the future buyers will be 
asked to pay according to the weight of the papers ordered 
by them. This adjustment of differentials is in line with 
the recent action of the bag paper manufacturers, who 
made a similar change in increasing the weight basis on 
their papers. 


Actual, Not Invoice, Weight Is the Basis. 


General Appraiser Somerville, writing the decision of 
the board handed down on Tuesday, sustained the conten- 
tion of T. S. Mckath, that duty should be paid on the 
quantity of coke actually imported and not on that called 
for by the invoice. The merchandise was classified under 
paragraph 415 of the Tariff Act of July 24, 1897, where 
coke is specifically enumerated as dutiable at an ad val- 
orem rate. 

The only question raised by the protest concerned the 
dutiable value of the importation. It was invoiced as 110 
tons 111 hundredweight, at 15s. 8d per ton, which, with 
certain charges added, amounted to $482. When the coke 
was weighed by the Government weigher a shortage of 
about 10 tons was found. The collector, however, refused 
to make an allowance for this amount and assessed duty on 
the basis of the invoice value, the reason given for this 
action being that there was no evidence that there had 
been a short shipment of that amount. “The true dutiable 


value,” the board decided, “should be computed by multi- 
plying the number of tons imported by the value per ton 
and adding such amount of the charges as are dutiable.”

A damage suit for $1,000,000 was filed in the United

Paper Mill Strike Averted. 


A strike which threatened to affect all the mills of the 
International Paper Company in various parts of the East 
has been averted by an agreement which was reached be 
tween representatives of the paper workers and the com 
pany in New York last Friday. The trouble directly settled 
was that at Berlin, N. H., where the company’s employees 
were on strike, but many other mills were indirectly af- 
fected, inasmuch as decided action in sympathy with the 
Berlin strikers had been threatened. With the settlement 
of the Berlin trouble the danger of strikes in the other 
mills was removed. 


Marshall Engine and Paper Co.’s Troubles Settled. 


The attachments against the Marshall Engine Company 
and the Marshall Paper Company have been dissolved. The 
trouble grew out of a quarrel between Mr. Abbe, the treas- 
urer, and F. J. Marshall, the president. Mr. Marshall 
owns the controlling stock in both companies, and had Mr. 
Abbe removed from the treasurership of the engine com- 
pany and himself elected in his place. Mr. Abbe retaliated 
by calling his loans. The matter has been settled between the 
parties, Mr. Marshall retaining the position of treasurer of 
the engine company, the office to which he had himself 
elected.

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THE BLEACHING OF WOOD PULP. 


The Behavior of the Pulp—Progress That Has Been Made 
in Bleaching—Method of Determining Ratio 
of Consumption of Bleach. 


The behavior of wood pulp when brought inte con- 
tact with solutions of ordinary bleaching powder indicates, 
say R. W. Sindall and F. Heckford in the Paper Trade 
Review, that considerable variations in the final results 
are possible. At the same time the paper maker is, gen- 
erally speaking, only concerned with the problem of get- 
ting a certain desired result in a minimum of time with 
the least amount of experience. 

Unfortunately there is a great tendency on the part of 
most practical men to regard this problem as a merely 
mechanical process, and that it may. be solved by haphazard 
alterations of existing methods. Now while it is true that 
some of the modern systems have displaced older methods 
with advantage, probably as a result of a lucky hit, yet we 
cannot look upon any such procedure with satisfaction if 
all the intricate paper mill problems are to be dealt with 
similarly. 

In the case of wood pulp it is well known that improve- 
ments have been made with the operation of bleaching to 
such an extent that any further progress seems out of the 
question, but our knowledge of the reactions taking place 
is after all extremely limited, and so long as this limita- 
tion exists, the work of bleaching cannot be put on a sat- 
isfactory basis. 

In proportion as we investigate the conditions under 
which the bleaching takes place we accumulate facts and 
data upon which to devise methods of treatment calculated 
to give definite results. It is obvious that a paper maker 
would be amply repaid for the costs of such an investiga- 
tion, but so long as the technical chemist attached to many 
mills is merely regarded as an official for testing moisture 
in pulp, bleach, soda, ash in papers, and so forth, all of 
which details are important enough, then so long will the 
higher and more valuable branches of scieatific paper mak- 
ing remain untouched. 

These remarks may appear to be a digression from the 
main subject under consideration, but as a matter of fact 
they have an important bearing on such a technical matter 
as the bleaching of pulp. 

The rate at which the bleach used for pulp is consumed 
when a known weight of the latter is mixed with a meas- 
ured volume of solution must throw some light on the 
question. The precise relations between the chemical con- 
stitution of wood pulp and the rate of consumption have 
not been studied, and therefore it is scarcely possible to 
say at the moment what practical results would accrue to 
the paper maker.

Pulps vary a great deal in their behavior. Two brands 
may “bleach to an equal color in the same time, and show 
considerable differences in color during successive periods. 
Some pulps bleach slowly at first, and more rapidly in the 
later stages, while others behave in quite the opposite man- 
ner. 

The methods for determining the rate of consumption of 
bleach are very simple, and in order to assist our younger 
readers to working out problems for themselves, we append 
a few directions: 

(1) Solutions Necessary—Standard solution of arsenious 
acid, and a freshly prepared bleach liquor of convenient 
strength. For investigation of a prolonged character it 
is very convenient to make up the bleach so that its 
strength is 1,000 cc. bleach liquor — 50 grammes of strong 
powder. Since 1 cc. normal arsenious acid = .00355 
grammes chlorine, we may also assume that for good 
bleaching powder of 35 to 36 per cent. chlorine, 1 cc. nor- 
mal arsenious acid — .01 grammes of good bleaching 
powder (having an average strength of 35.5 per cent. avail- 
able chlorine). If the powder used for the preparation of 
the solution is weak, corrections must be made accordingly. 
Example.—If powder tests 35.5 per cent. available chlorine 

weigh out 50 grammes for 1,000 cc. solution. If powder 
tests only 33 per cent. available chlorine weigh out 
53.03 grammes for 1,000 cc. solution. 

By this means the relative strengths of the arsenious acid 
and bleach solution are constant, so that 5 cc. normal 
arsenious acid = 1 cc. strong bleach solution. 

A convenient quantity of the air dry wood pulp, say 5 
grammes, curefully selected so as to form an average sam- 
ple of the sheet taken, is thoroughly broken rp by being 
moistened with hot water and then torn in small shreds. 
The pulp is placed in a dish with a measured quantity of 
water, and the volume of bleach added in requisite pro- 
portions. For a pulp likely to consume a large amount of 
bleach, add such a volume of solution a$ will contain dry 
powder equivalent to 25 per cent. of the weight of wood. 

The following proportions have been found to work well 
for an investigation of this character : 

Air dry wood pulp, 5 grammes. 

Solution of bleach, 25 cc. (equal to 1.25 grammes pow- 
der). 

Water, 55 cc. 

Ratio of wood pulp to solution, 1 : 16. 

From time to time, at intervals of one hour, more or 
less, acording to circumstances, small definite quantities of 
2 cc. are withdrawn and titrated with normal arsenic and 
the consumption of bleach noted. 


Example.—2 cc, of the solution made according to the in- 
struction given (viz., 25 cc. strong bleach and 55 cc. 
water) will require 13.12 cc. normal arsenious acid for 
neutralization. 

If, after one hour 2 cc. withdrawn requires 2.5 cc. normal 
arsenious acid, the conditions are 2 cc. solution = 2.5

cc, normal arsenious acid; 2 cc. solution = 0.5 « 
strong bleach solution. 

Hence 80 cc. solution = 20 ce. strong bleach solution, which 
represents the bleach unconsumed at the end of the 
first hour. 

In calculating the bleach unconsumed at the end of th 
successive hours, corrections must be applied for the quan- 
tities withdrawn for titration.

\ppLeton, Wis., November 14, 1904.—William Long, who 
was injured at Neenah during the strike last summer, and 
who put in a bill to the city for damages, alleging inadequate 
police protection, will begin suit against the city for $10,000 
damages, notice of-suit having just been filed. His claim 
was first presented to the city council and payment was re- 
fused, so he is now going into the courts. Long was a 
Chicago man, who came up to take work, and was beaten 
by supposed strike sympathizers. Fox River. 
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The Cost of Raw Materials. 


Of late there has been much talk of higher prices in the 
paper market. Some buyers, following their usual system 
of making light of any mention of advanced figures, have 
paid no attention to indications and known facts, but have 
gone along in a rather happy frame of mind, basing their 
lightheartedness on what they hoped would prove to be 
true. Wise buyers, however, have not taken that course. 
Paper manufacturers have realized for some time that the 
market would have to go to a higher range, quality would 
have to suffer, or profits would have to be reduced.’ Of 
course, the latter feature of the case is to be avoided 
if possible, and with higher raw materials and a higher 
cost of production, the paper maker naturally has a legiti- 
mate and substantial foundation for asking and obtaining 
a better figure for his mill product. 

In order to show somewhat in detail just what advances 
have taken place in the raw material market, we print on 
the first reading page a review of the situation. 

Ground wood is practically out of the market. Offerings 
are nil and are likely to remain so, and if we should have 
a severe winter we will have a repetition of the experience 
of last winter, with the exception that we cannot, as we 
did then, help ourselves by importing Scandinavian pulp. 
The drought in Scandinavia has crippled the mills there 
and reduced production amazingly; the market prices re- 
sponding in a sharp manner, present sales being made at a 
very substantial advance. 

Soda fibre has advanced more than the concerted action 
of the manufacturers would indicate. While 2.15 cents was 
fixed as the contract price for fibre, makers are avoiding 
contracts as much as possible, with the present quotation for 
delivery this year at 244 cents, while in at least one case 


that figure was declined for five carloads. The production of ° 


soda fibre is reduced somewhat just now by the shutdown 
of the Muncie plant, and this is a factor the influence of 
which is plainly seen in the fixing of the contract price. 

Sulphite, too, has advanced, and the market is strong. 
In November, 1903, foreign unbleached sulphite sold at 
1.95 to 2.10 cents ex dock. Today the asking price for 
similar fibre is 24 cents. Foreign bleached sulphite that in 
November, 1903, sold at 2.90 to 3 cents is now moving at 
3.25 to 3.35 cents. 

In rags all moving grades show advances, but that is 
not the chief feature. Supplies are scarce in all depart- 
ments, and new rags especially are bringing high prices, 
Fancy Shirt Cuttings moving up from 3% cents last year to 
4% to 4% cents, the present quotation. In lower grades 
values have also been pushed up, House Soiled Whites ad- 
vaneing from 1.80 cents, the price in November, 1903, to 
1.95 to 2 cents, the present figure; Street Whites from 1.10 
cents to 1.20 to 1.30 cents; Thirds and ®* :es from 1.25 cents 
to 1.35 to 1.45 cents. In foreign rags the primary markets 
are well cleaned up and all sales here, even at the advanced 
figures, are subject to cable confirmation and acceptance. 

Old papers are also in light supply. The call for them 
has increased, so that there is now much activity, but trans- 
actions are limited by inability to fill all orders. No. 1 
White Shavings have advanced from 1.60 cents to 1.75 to 
1.80 cents; Ledgers and Writings from 1.25 cents to 1.35 
cents; Solid Ledgers from 1.40 cents to 1.55 to 1.60 cents, 
and flat stock from .go cent to I cent. 

With these facts in view the paper manufacturer can- 
not fail to realize that in order to protect himself he must 
obtain more for his goods, and the buyer, on his part, must 
recognize that for an equal quality he must pay a higher 


figure. 


Interest in Forestry. 


As will be seen by reference to an announcement printed 
on page 10 of this issue of Tue Paper TRADE JOURNAL an 
American forest congress will be held in Washington, 
D. C., on January 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, 1905, and it is expected 
that the attendance will be both large and representative. 
Delegates will be present, not only représenting the Gov- 
ernment departments and United States and Canadian 
forestry associations, but also from a large number of 
other organizations which devote their attention to agricul- 
tural matters, breeding, fishing, hunting and the many 
other subjects so closely allied with forestry. There will 


be two sessions each day, and at each there will be dis 
cussed an important topic, among those scheduled being th. 
relation of public forest lands to irrigation and to grazing 
the lumber industry and the forest, importance of the pub 
lic forest lands to mining, forestry in relation to railroad 
supplies, and the policies as to the forests adopted by th« 
nation and by the several States. One would imagine, per 
haps wrongly, that the pulp industry was of sufficient im 
portance to have at least a minor notice in the official list 
of subjects to be placed before the gathering, but a search 
fails to disclose any such mention. 

The directors of the Canadian Forestry Association have 
just completed arrangements to publish a journal in the 
interests of the assuciation, which will contain scientific 
and descriptive articles in regard to the Canadian forests. 
This association has steadily grown in numbers, and now 
has a membership of 600, representing all parts of the 
Dominion. 

The fact is thefe is a continual growth in the interest 
exhibited in the question of forestry, and people generally 
are awakening to the importance of the subject. The work 
in the line has been taking very practical form, and Gov- 
ernment experts have been lending a hand to helping out 
private enterprise in a way that has been of substantial 
benefit in the matter of caring for the forests. The meet- 
ing of the American forest congress should be a decided 
stimulus. 


The clerks in the New York post office get a good many 
shocks, but they are mainly in the way of complaints as 
to the non-arrival or non-delivery of mail matter. Last 
Sunday, however, they were awakened by a new sensation. 
While all of them were plunging into the evening rush 
of mail, several made a simultaneous dive into the sea of 
letters for a few dollar bill which was seen bobbing about 
in the mass of letters. Everybody was astonished when the 
clerk who got it held it up, for the bill was not unattached 
and lost, as often happens, but it was tagged, addressed and 
stamped, the tag being pinned to the bill. The stamp was 
a 2 cent one, and the bill was addressed to a lady at King- 
ston, N. Y., and has now been delivered. This is the first 
time, it is said, that a bill has been sent through the mail 
in this way, although sometimes silver dollars and half 
dollars pass through the mails with a postage stamp on one 
side and the address pasted on the other. Paper makers 
should stop sending money through the mails in this reck- 
less fashion. 


If one is to judge by recent proceedings in bankruptcy 
cases, creditors are inclined to more closely scrutinize 
debtors’ statements and conditions than they were. It was 
not so long ago that a man could slide through bankruptcy 
at a very rapid pace, and by his discharge wipe out large 
indebtedness without any particular let or hindrance on the 
part of creditors. Some do the same today, but in some 
instances at least there is searching inquiry made. It is 
well that this should be so. There will always be failures. 
They cannot be avoided, but it is just not only to the cred- 
itors but to those who pay one hundred cents on the dollar 
for their goods that all the details of the bankrupt’s busi- 
ness should be known. It is a good sign when creditors 
become curious. 





The backtender who recently related some of his experi- 
ences for the benefit of Paper Trape JouRNAL readers, and 
who in the course of time became a machine tender, is now 
a mill manager. His appointment to the charge of the mill 
was brought about by a slight service that he rendered the 
mill owner on a slippery day. He tells all the circum- 
stances of that service, besides giving a vivid picture of the 
condition in which he found the mill and of what he did to 
lick it into working shape. We print the story on another 
page of this issue. 


Toward the close on Tuesday money on call went up to 
3 per cent., and, although most of the day’s business was 
done at 2'4%per cent., the advance was considered by the 
best authorities as only a forerunner of considerably higher 
rates. A considerably higher rate would not surprise those 
in close touch with the situation, for, it is believed, the 
various new financial undertakings, the revival of business 
and the decrease in exports will produce a better demand 
than the speculative community in Wall Street as yet real- 
izes. 








The movement to adjust the differences as to weights of 
manila papers is one that should have the support of every 
manufacturer. Gradually the lines have been broken down, 
until now buyers in many cases expect to buy light weights 
at the same price as heavy weights. The former cost more 
to produce, and the advanced cost should be paid by the 
dealer, and by him charged up to the consumer.

IsRAEL Evans GriFFITH. 


Israel Evans Griffith, a former resident of Philadelphia, 
died suddenly on November 14, at his residence, 63 Har- 
rison street, East Orange, N. J., where he had lived for 
two months, from heart disease. Mr. Griffith was born in 
West Chester, Pa., about sixty-four years ago. In the 
Civil War he served in the Fifteenth Pennsylvania Cavalry. 
He was a prominent Freemason in Philadelphia, and the 
funeral services were held in that city. Mr. Griffith was 
president of the Standard Pulp Company and the Standard 
Collar Company, of Brooklyn. He is survived by a 
daughter, Miss Elizabeth M. Griffith, with whom he lived. 


Ratpu E. TrauTMAn. 





Ralph E. Trautman died suddenly Saturday morning at 
his home, 118 West Eighty-fifth street, New York, from 
heart disease. He was sixty-two years old. President 
Roosevelt sent a message of condolence to the family. Four 
years ago Mr. Roosevelt, then Governor, appointed Mr. 
Trautman a member of the Palisades Commission, and two 
years ago he appointed him a member of a commission 
which investigated conditions at Ellis Island. Mr. Traut- 
man was born in Coblentz, Germany. His family immi- 
grated to this country when he was seven years old. His 
boyhood days were spent in St. Louis. He enlisted in the 
Civil War as a scout. After the war he came to this 
city and started in the glass business as a partner of Wil- 
liam A. Demuth. In 1874 he started in the lithograph busi- 
ness as a member of the firm of Kaufman & Co. The 
firm was reorganized a year later and became Trautman, 
Bailey & Blampey. Mr. Trautman had been the senior 
member of the firm ever since. He was a member of 
many clubs, and was actively engaged in all movements for 
the public good. 





Epwarp Boyiston Eaton. 

Edward Boylston Eaton on Tuesday, the oldest member 
of the paper trade in Boston, died at Newton Centre, Mass., 
November 8, 1904. 

For forty-five years he had filled a position of trust in 
two concerns in the manufacture of paper. The last one, 
for forty-two years as treasurer of Hollingsworth & Whit- 
ney and the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company. To him 
is due the credif of the success of this company to a very 
large degree, and in no case in this long series of years 
has there been known an unfair act nor an unkind word 

To serve others was his religion. He never thought of 
himself.. He was born on Fort Hill, Boston, October 13, 
1834. His father was a business man and a leading citizen 
and his mother one of the Boylston family and a descend- 
ant of Paul Revere. The Boylstons retained estates on 
Boylston street and Bromfield street, Boston, until the 
changes in recent years. 

Upon the death of Ellis A. Hollingsworth and Leonard 
Whitney in 1881 and 1882 he became their executor and has 
been the trustee of the estate of Leonard Whitney and the 
estate of his widow for twenty-two years. Upon their 
death he, with others, organized the Hollingsworth & 
Whitney Company in 1882 and he became the treasurer and 
so continued until his death. 

In the trade and business circles he was little known be- 
cause he avoided notice and public office, beyond being a 
trustee in the Watertown Savings Bank, but in his position 
as treasurer and trustee he was the hardest worker and 
most unselfish of men, and no one of his associates or those 
connected with the estates for which he was trustee ever 
found a better friend. 


Meeting of Soda Fibre Manufacturers. 


The soda fibre manufacturers held their regular monthly 
meeting at the Plaza Hotel, New York, yesterday 
(Wednesday). According to the reports submitted the 
production is all sold up, not a surplus ton being at any 
of the plants. No change in prices was made.

The Lindauer pulp mill, at Merrill, Wis., is just about 
ready to go into operation. 

The Green Bay (Wis.) Paper and Fibre Company has 
increased its capital stock from $100,000 to $150,000. 

The B. D. Rising Paper Company, of Housatonic, Mass., 
has made a donation of too boxes of stationery to 4 bazar 
being held for St. Bridget’s Church in that place. 

The Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company, Ticonder- 
oga, N. Y., is erecting a tall steel tower, just north of the 
machine shop. It will*be 150 feet high when completed, 
and will overlook everything else in town. 

By the first of December the plant of the Standard Paper 
Company, Kalamazoo, Mich., will be in working order and 
running out paper at the rate of 15 to 20 tons a day. The 
product of this mill will be wrapping paper, card middles 
and box board. 

At the Bardeen Paper Company’s big No. 1 mill, Otsego, 
Mich., some extensive improvements are just being com- 
pleted and in a few days the mill will start again. Both 
of the large machines have been rebuilt by the addition 
of a set of rolls. 

At a meeting of the Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Workers’ 
Union in Sandy Hill, N. Y., last Thursday evening, all the 
employees of the Union Bag and Paper Company’s mill at 
that place were taken into the union and the plant prac- 
tically unionized. 

The Ballston Paper Company will start its new mill at 
Ballston Spa, N. Y., about the first of December. It has 
a 90 inch single cylinder installed, and as soon as trade 
demands it a second machine will be put in. The mill 
will run on tissues. 

George West lost two fingers in an accident at the Chem- 
ical Company’s plant at Holyoke last week. The man was 
working about a cutter when his arm was caught in the 
machine. Besides losing his fingers his arm was badly 
injured. He was removed to a hospital; where it is stated 
that the arm can be saved. 

P. C. Cavaroc, assistant superintendent of the Pinkerton’s 
Detective Agency, of Chicago, called upon the Fox River 
Valley paper manufacturers last week to ascertain whether 
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the services of his agency were desired in any capacity. 
Since the strike, however, it is believed that the Pinkertons 
have had little to do in that region, 

The Kimberly & Clark Company will not put in as much 
pulp wood at its Niagara mill this year as last, on account 
of the fact that last year’s supply was very large and quite 
a little of it still remains in the yards. The amount to be 
put in this year is expected to total about 26,000 cords, 
10,000 cords coming down the river to the mill and the 
rest coming in by rail. 

The work on Mill No. 3 of the Bryant Paper Company, 
Kalamazoo, Mich., has been delayed by the non-arrival of 
the big timbers needed in the construction of the building, 
but as the same have been shipped they are expected any 
day now and then the work will be rushed as fast as pos- 
sible. It is the wish of the management to have the mill 
in running order by March 1 at the latest. 


Charles Koegel & Son, manufacturers of paper mill ma- 
chinery at Holyoke, Mass., have been compelled to vacate 
their present quarters as soon as. possible, owing to the 
owners of the premises desiring the land for their own 
use. The concern will erect a building of its own in all 
probability in the business centre of the city, and has two 
available sites in view. As soon us satisfactory arrange- 
ments can be made the work of building will be com- 
menced. 


The firm of Geo. W. Smith & Co., of Philadelphia, have 
closed a contract with G. E. Guthrie for a large paper 
mill upon the lot of ground south of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road station, on St. Joseph’s alley, Dowingtown, Pa., which 
they purchased from ’Squire Joseph H. Johnson last spring. 
The first building they erect will be 150x30 feet and will 
be built of pointed stone. Work will be commenced at 
once. Smith & Co. expect to have the mil! in opera- 
tion by spring and will employ a large umber of hands. 
They will manufacture patented photographic paper. 


“Electric Mule” to Be Reorganized. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Dayton, Ohio, November 14, 1904.—On top of all the 
canal news which has been circulating during the past few 
days, and of primary importance, is the announcement that 


the Miami and Erie Canal Transportation Company wil! 
reorganize on a solid basis. This is the corporation which 
has met with many vicissitudes during the past couple of 
years, having expended a fortune in partially building an 
electrically propelled line from Cincinnati to Dayton, but 
was unable to push the gigantic enterprise to a completion. 
A fight resulted in the Ohio Legislature, many of the pape 
mill men having opposed the project, and as a result the 
“electric mule” corporation was practically put out of busi- 
ness. It was then that the Ohio Boat Company, backed 
by $50,000,000 of invested capital in manufacturing plants 
along the waterway, appeared in the field and is now con- 
ducting traffic on aproved modern methods. But the “elec- 
tric mule” promises to again come to the fore. The plan 
of reorganization, in a general way, calls for the issuance 
of $400,000 first mortgage 5 per cent. bonds, which will be 
taken as the working capital of the company. It is pro- 
posed also to issue about $200,000 of the bonds at the pres- 
ent time, and they will be taken by the people who have 
advanced the money for the purchase of the debts of the 
corporation. As quickly as the indebtedness is settled the 
receivership will be terminated and the officers will then 
ask the present bondholders and stockholders to pay an 
amount equal to about $3 per share into the treasury of 
the company, for which payments they will receive at par 
bonds of the new issue. This will provide funds to main- 
tain the company and carry out present plans. The pres- 
ent bond issue of $2,000,000 will become second mortgage 
bonds and the present stock and bonds will be allowed to 
stand. C. C. Richardson, the paper manufacturer, is one of 
the receivers of the company. M. V.

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THE BACKTENDER HEARD FROM. 


How an Accident Led to His Becoming Manager of a Middle 
States Milli—Some of His Experiences 
in the Plant. 


' An accident is sometimes the cause, the effect of which 
is far reaching. One such accident was the means of my 
obtaining a chance to show of what I was capable in the 
way of managing a paper mill. 

While on my way home from work one slippery winter 
day, I noticed a man coming toward me who seemed to 
have great difficulty in keeping his balance. First one foot 
would slip out sideways and then the other, and it was 
only by the most careful manipulation that he was enabled 
to call them together again. 

Within a few feet of me he lost his balance entirely ; slip- 
ping, sliding and struggling he bore down on me like an 
ice yacht before a gale. I tried to dodge him, but as he 
kept backing first one way and then another, with legs, 
arms and head all waving frantically as he tried to regain 
his footing, I failed to jump the right way. He bumped 
against me, my long coat tangled between my legs, we 
clasped each other like long lost brothers, and after madly 
gyrating a few seconds we came to the sidewalk with a 
crash, he on top. As he showed no inclination of getting 
up I shook him off as soon as I regained my breath and 
clambered to my feet. He appeared dazed, so I helped 
him to-his feet and as he steadied himself by my arm he 
exclaimed: “By Gad, suh! Such damnable walking we 
nevah expe’iance in No’h Ca’'liny, suh, nevah! Would 
you please help me to my hotel? I'll shorely fail to get to 
it alone.” 

On the way there he informed me that he was from the 
South, and had just inherited a small paper mill in one of 
the Middle States. As he knew absolutely nothing of the 
business he was in the city in search of a practical man to 
manage it for him. He had been disappointed in two or 
three whom he had partially hired, and was somewhat dis- 
heartened. 

It now struck me that if Fortune had thrown herself at 
my feet, so to speak, I should be worse than foolish to 
allow modesty to stand in the way, so up I spoke like a 
little man and intimated that if he would be satisfied with 
the references which I had to offer I should be more than 
pleased to tender my services. 

Well, he made inquiries, became satisfied that I was the 
man for whom he was in search and I soon found myself 
at T , with instructions to put the mill in running 
order; and then commenced as unique an experience as 
ever happened to any paper maker. 

I have seen many mills before and since; some good, 
some bad and some passable; but for all around unhandi- 





ness, botched workmanship and a general run down at the 
heel appearance this one should have been awarded the 
booby prize. 

I felt sick. The only thing which kept me from taking 
the next train for home was the disinclination to acknowl- 
edge myself a quitter. Besides, the job was worth at least 
a trial; then if I had to give up, beaten, I should at least 
have the satisfaction of knowing that it was because the 
shoes were too large for me to fill. So I took off my 
coat and waded in. There was need enough of taking it 
off, too, for there was no millwright to be had for love or 
money, only one really competent machine tender to help 
me straighten things out, and the nearest machine shop 
30 miles away. Therefore, it was a case of repairing 
with the tools which we could pick up or had on hand, 
and they were few indeed. 

Luckily the machinery was good, but had been improp- 
erly erected, the prevailing idea seeming to have been to 
use a string or a block of wood in every place possible in- 
stead of making permanent repairs. 

As ve were to start up on light weight bogus it was ab- 
solutely necessary that the machine should be accurately 
lined up; so, taking a spirit level and a steel tapé, we 
started testing the different parts. To say that -wesfound 
them out of alignment would be stating it very mildly indeed. 
The back side of the first press was low, the back side of 
the second was high, and as for the dryers the less said 
about them the better. As Pete, the machine tender said, 
when I asked him if he found any two of them alike, “I 
don’t find any one of thein alike, say nothing about two.” 

The Southern pine timbers on which it was erected were 
sound, so I sent to the blacksmith shop and had a number 
of iron wedges made. These wedges were 3 inches wide, 
1-16 inch thick at the thin end, 3-16 inch thick at the 
thick end, and a trifle longer than the machine frames 
were wide, and in the thick end was grilled a hole large 
enough to accommodate a good sized brass screw. 

Placing a jack screw under the low places we would lift 
it up until it was just a shade above level, then two of 
the wedges were placed betweem the bottom of the frame 
and the timber, one from each side. Driving them in place 
with a few smart taps of the hammer, the brass screws 
were placed in the holes in the wedges and driven home. 
These were to prevent the wedge from coming out in case 
there was not enough pinch to hold it in place when the 
machinery commenced to jar. The jack screws were then 
removed, when the weight of the machinery would sink 
the wedges into the wood just about enough to cause it to 
become level. 

Two or three trials taught us just about how much extra 
height to allow, after which we progressed rapidly. 

The calenders were in bad shape, but-we could not af- 
ford to wait to send them away to be ground, so we made 
shift to grind them ourselves with oil and emery powder. 


To prevent the emery from working into the journals a 
strip of press felt was wound around the neck on each 
end of all the rolls and securely fastened with cord. A 
thin paste of oil and emery dust was then applied, the 
rolls started and allowed to run until the ends were worn 
down even with the centres. All the attention which they 
were given was to oil the bearings frequently and occa- 
sionally daub on some more emery. Of course they were 
not truly round when we were through, but at least there 
were no high spots, and they really did very good service 
for a long time. 

The reels were all rignt, and the cutter was in as good 
repair as a stop cutter ever is, so we let it slide and started 
overhauling the Fourdrinier part. Here was where our in- 
genuity was taxed to its utmost. The large deckle pul- 
leys near the flow box had been allowed to run without 
oil, consequently the original five-eighths inch hole had be- 
come an elongated slot, and the pulleys wabbled around 
until it was a wonder that the deckle strap stayed on at all. 

There was a small wood turning lathe in the carpenter’s 
shop upstairs, so taking a piece of plank I bored a hole in 
the centre a trifle smaller than the spindle of the lathe; 
then, taking a splitting hand saw, I sawed in from one 
side to the hole. Next I bored a hole entirely through the 
plank edgeways at a right angle to the saw cut, and in- 
serted a one-half inch bolt with a nut and washer on the 
end. Driving the plank onto the lathe spindle and draw- 
ing the saw cut still closer together by means of the bolt, 
I had a face plete to which I could fasten my pulleys. In- 
serting a home made lathe tool'in the tool post and slow- 
ing down the water wheel until an extremely moderate 
speed was obtained, I was enabled to bore out the hubs 
of the pulleys to about an inch in diameter. As I had 
no brass from which to make bushings I determined to 
use babbitt metal, of which I kad plenty. Chipping some 
spots on the inside of the hubs with a cape chisel to pre- 
vent the babbitt from falling out if it should become 
loosened, I heated the hub slightly with a spirit lamp, and 
then poured the hole full of babbitt metal just hot enough 
to brown a white pine stick. When cool I swung them on 
the face plate once more, bored the hole to fit studs on the 
machine, and the job was done. A rough and ready job 
perhaps, yet they gave no trouble in the two years which 
I stayed there, and they may be running yet for all I know 
to the contrary. 

The deckle drums next to the couch had been allowed 
to stick to the shaft so that the deckle simply slid around 
on them instead of turning the drum. After considerable 
trouble we crowded them off the shaft; then came the 
cleaning and polishing of the shafts and of the holes in 
the drums in order to make them turn easily. Right here 
came into play a handy trick of the trade, shown me by 
an old mechanical engineer. In the back of every boiler

Its Association Continues Its Good Work and Has Under 
Consideration a Pian That Will Greatly 
Add to Its Fame. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 

P 11LADELPHIA, November 15, 1904.—The activity and en- 
terprise of the Philadelphia Paper Trade Association is 

ntinuous. It accomplished during the week a result that 
is much appreciated by its members, and there is under in- 
formal consideration still a greater project, which, should 
it prove successful, will place the young Quaker City as- 
sociation foremost among its sister organizations through- 
out the country. 

In response to the letter sent last week by Chairman 
Megargee, of the committee on manufactures, to the Union 
Parchment and Waxed Paper Company, calling attention 
to the fact that some members of the association had com- 
plained of the fact that manufacturers’ circulars were in 
some instances enclosed in packages of paper to be resold 
by the iobbing trade, the company has replied that it de- 
sires to assist the trade in every way possible; that the en- 
closure of circulars and labels were without its knowledge, 
and that it would meet the desire of the associatior in this 
matter. The jobbing trade took the position that unless the 
jobber consented it was not desirable for a manufacturer 
to advertise his goods when these were to be resold in 
bulk. This objection was directed not so much against 
goods sold in this city as to those sent out from here to 
the smaller cities, where the consumer often made efforts, 
as a result of enclosed circulars, to deal directly with the 
manufacturer at the expense of the jobber. 

The other project of far greater scope and importance 
is now in its formative condition, and those who are be- 


hind it are not ready to make public their plans. The 
venture, however, it is believed, will be one which will 
commend itself to the jobbing trade, E. R. G. 


Scarcity of Men in Lumber Camps. 
Ca._uMet, Mich., November 14, t904.—There is a marked 
scarcity of labor in the lumber camps, and when woods op- 
erations assume greater magnitude several operators will 


be handicapped by the shortage. Lumber companies are 
importing Italians from Chicago and Milwaukee. Several 
large crews have been brought in lately on the Goodrich 
boats and have been put to work in the lumber camps. 
Since the scarcity of men in the northern country the com- 
panies are compelled, in a large degree, to resort to this 
labor, although the men are not nearly so good for the 
work as Scandinavians and French Canadians, with whem 
this country is largely populated. Italians generally stay 
for a few weeks or a month and then return to the cities. 
The Frenchmen are best on the drives and on the river 
work, while the Swedes and Nerwegians are generally best 
for camp work. 


Machine Shop Pattern Room Burned. 


Fort Epwarp, N. Y., November 11, 1904.—Fire at the 
Friction Pulley and Machine Company’s plant at Sandy 
Hill tonight practically ruined the company’s pattern 
room. The loss is $15,000. 


THE BACKTENDER HEARD FROM. 


(Continued from page 20.) 
where soft coal is used there collects a very fine red ash. 
This ash is the very best article for the cleaning and polish- 
ing of metals which I ever found, as it is so extremely 
fine that it will not scratch the most delicate instrument. 
Mixing some of this ash with oil and applying it we soon 
had the shafts and drums in satisfactory condition. 

One very puzzling circumstance was to find the reason 
why the Fourdrinier part ran so hard at some times and 
so easily at others. We overhauled everything two or 
three times before we finally located the cause in the guard 
board on the couch, when we found the fault was this: 
The support for the guard board was placed so far back 
of the centre of the couch roll that when the board was 
screwed down to its position when maktng paper the ten- 
dency was to tilt the board, thus causing it to hug the 
jacket still closer and increasing the friction immensely. A 
piece of blocking behind the board remedied the difficulty 
and enabled us to get about a month .more wear out of a 
jacket than they had ever been able to get before. 

While Pete and I were attending to these affairs I had 
some other men at work mending and tightening belts, 
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replacing leaky steam pipe with new, taking out rotte 
planking in the floors, cleaning up the accumulated rubbis! 
which had collected in various parts of the mill in year 
past, overhauling the boiler and a thousand and one thing 
which always show up as soon as one tries to start up ai 
old mill which has been shut down. 

One illustration will show in what a slipshod manne: 
things are sometimes allowed to run in some of these old 
mills. The boiler pump was an old single plunger affair 
belted directly to the main shaft, and was thus obliged t: 
run whenever the machine did. Of course there were many 
times when it was not necessary as the boiler was full; so to 
allow the pump to run, as it was obliged to, and still not 
deliver water to the boiler, a cut-off valve was put in the 
boiler feed pipe about 6 feet from the pump. Between this 
valve and the pump was a tee, from which a pipe led to act 
as an overflow. This pipe likewise had a valve in it, so 
that when the water was needed in the boiler one would be 
closed and the other open, and vice versa. 

Now, no such arrangement of valves was ever used but 
that some day a blunderer would come along, close both 
valves and try to pump water through a dead end. That 
was just what happened here; consequently, as the belt was 
tight, we had a broken box cover on the pump shaft in 
about half a minute and things were jingling a merry tune 
before we could get the wheel stopped. I found that this 
had happened twice before, but that no one had sufficient 
interest in the mill to arrange it differently. . 

As the iron box cover was badly broken I took a piece 
of red oak, sufficiently strong to stand the strain, fitted it 
to place, made the hole for the shaft large enough to allow 
for babbitt metal and bolted it securely in place. Next | 
took the driving pulley off the shaft and in its place put 
one of twice the face and the same diameter. Then on the 
pump shaft I put an extra loose pulley and collar. Rigging 
up a belt shifter it was ready for business. When the 
pump was needed the belt was shifted to the tight pulley 
and when the boiler was full it was thrown back onto the 
loose one and the pump stopped. At first we had some 
trouble with the water leaking back from the boiler into the 
pump box, but by rummaging in the cld pipe fittings in the 
garret I found a check valve which was tight, and when it 
was placed in the feed pipe we overcame that difficulty.
